States envoys, whose names were given as Speers and Wooten, visited Montevideo 
in June last to ask for the cession of bases. The correspondent admitted, however: 
that the Uruguayan Government had rejected the proposition, but had i 
forward an alternative plan whereby they could become available at need to al 
American nations, without Uruguayan sovereignty being thereby infringed. 

4. The publication of this article was speedily followed by denials both from 
the United States Legation and the U Tuguayan Ministry for Foreign Affairs that 
any form of agreement had been reached, though the latter admitted the existence 
of negotiations on the lines mentioned. Meanwhile the ‘‘ Herrerista ° paper, the 
Debate, whose stronges 


t suit has been violent opposition to the United States, 
pave y for future parliamentary action by its party, by indulging 
In a series of wholesale condemnations of the “ Yankee menace.” It was, 


however, conspicuously alone in this attitude, as the remainder of the Uruguayan 
press, including the Opposition papers, heartily endorsed the Government’s 
decision.
